UK DELOFF WILL CONTINUE ACTIVE CONSULTATIONS ON THIS 
LANGUAGE MORNING DEC 4. COMMENT: USDEL CONSIDERS THIS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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3. AT WEO MEETING EVENING OF DEC 3, GROUP REVIEWED 
VOTING SITUATION. ALL AGREED THAT IF ENTIRE PACKAGE 
IN A/C.6/L.965 (USUN 5304) PUT TO VOTE, THIS WOULD BE

4. THERE WAS GENERAL AGREEMENT AT WEO MEETING THAT LANGUAGE 
CONTAINED PARA 2 ABOVE WAS ACCEPTWBLE. SOME SUGGESTED IT BE 
PUT FORWARD PUBLICLY TO SHOW EXTENT OF WEO EFFORTS TO REACH 
COMPROMISE AND SQUARELY PLACE BLAME FOR FAILURE, BUT UPON 
CONSIDERATION IT DECIDED THAT, IF LANGUAGE NOT ACCEPTED 
PRIVATELY IN CONSULTATIONS, RISK OF ITS BEING DEFEATED IN 

A VOTE WERE TOO GREAT TO WARRANT PUTTING IT FORWARD AND
